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PREFACE 

ACCORDING  to  the  vital  statistics  the  health  of  the  population  of  Hampshire 
was  better  than  ever  previously  experienced.  The  death  rate  of  10.7  compares 
with  11.2  for  1949  and  is  considerably  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales 
which  was  11.6.  The  infant  mortality  rate  of  23.5  and  the  maternal  mortality 
rate  of  0.48  are  new  low  records. 

With  regard  to  the  former,  if  the  neo-natal  mortality,  i.e.  deaths  under  one 
month  of  age,  per  1,000  live  births,  and  the  mortality  from  one  month  to  twelve 
months  be  considered  separately,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  former  dropped 
from  11.3  to  8.9  or  a percentage  decrease  of  21  and  the  latter  only  from  15.3  to 
14.6  or  a percentage  decrease  of  4.6.  The  reduction  in  the  mortality  during  the 
first  month  of  life  which  has  hitherto  been  the  great  problem,  is  one  which  is 
linked  up  with  the  lowering  of  the  stillbirth  rate  and  the  care  of  premature 
infants. 

During  1950  the  stillbirth  rate  decreased  from  19.8  to  16.9  per  1,000  total 
births  and  the  survival  rate  of  premature  babies  to  the  age  of  one  month  increased 
from  82.2  to  85.0  per  cent,  without  there  being  any  relative  increase  in  the  babies 
born  weighing  from  5 to  5^  lbs.,  in  whom  , of  course,  the  chance  of  survival  is 
greatest.  This  state  of  affairs  is,  I think,  at  least  partly  due  to  the  greater  super- 
vision given  to  expectant  mothers  by  the  midwives  and  doctors  and  to  the 
improved  knowledge  of  the  mothers  and  their  willingness  to  devote  themselves 
to  the  care  of  their  infants.  In  this  respect  the  instruction  by  Health  Visitors  of 
girls  during  their  last  year  at  school,  and  the  care  and  advice  by  Health  Visitors 
in  the  homes  and  at  Child  Welfare  Centres  is  of  considerable  importance. 

It  is  still  unfortunately  true  that  illegitimate  infants  show  a higher  mortality 
than  legitimate  — 32.4  against  23.0  — but  even  this  was  better  in  1950  than  in 
1949,  and  as  the  proportion  of  illegitimate  babies  (live  and  still)  to  all  births  has 
dropped  from'^O-  per  1,000  toT^-and  the  actual  number  of  deaths  of  illegitimate 
infants  born  alive  was  only  18,  4 fewer  than  in  1949,  the  situation  here,  too,  is 
reasonably  satisfactory. 

In  spite  of  these  good  results  even  better  might  be  obtained  if  a fuller  use 
were  made  of  the  Government’s  Welfare  Food  Service  and  if  babies  were  not 
weaned  so  early. 

The  drop  in  maternal  mortality  though  most  welcome  cannot  be  completely 
explained.  A number  of  the  20  deaths  which  occurred  in  1949  could  not 
apparently  have  been  prevented  and  the  rate  of  maternal  mortality  may  reason- 
ably be  expected  to  show  fluctuations.  Better  supervision  by  midwife  and  doctor 
is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  causes  for  the  reduction  in  deaths  both  from  toxaemia, 
where  there  was  a decrease  from  6 to  2,  and  from  other  maternal  causes,  where 
the  decrease  was  from  8 to  2. 

How  much  effect  the  rapid  increase  in  the  provision  of  institutional  accom- 
modation for  maternity  has  had  on  the  death  rate  is  again  difficult  to  assess  but 
as  shown  in  the  body  of  this  report  the  increase  has  been  very  great.  Expressed 
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as  a percentage  of  total  births  registered,  52.1  per  cent,  confinements  took  place 
in  Regional  Hospital  Board  institutions  in  1950,  as  against  42.5  per  cent,  in  1949. 
Before  1948  the  County  Council  were  increasing  the  number  of  beds  in  maternity 
homes  very  largely  ; these  have  now  come  into  use  but  the  greatest  increase  in 
the  number  of  admissions  has  been  to  Hospitals,  726  only  in  1947,  and  3,451  in 
1950.  Coincident  with  this  has  been  the  drop  in  admissions  to  private  maternity 
homes  from  2,032  in  1947  to  only  673  in  1950. 

The  provision  of  dental  treatment  for  mothers  and  young  children  is  still 
inadequate  and  so  long  as  it  is  impossible  to  provide  a reasonably  adequate  staff 
of  dental  surgeons  this  will  continue.  Other  defects  arising  in  young  children  are 
satisfactorily  dealt  with  by  their  private  doctors  or  by  the  specialist  services 
dealing  with  eyes,  ears  and  crippling  defects.  The  possibility  of  treating  children 
with  squints  at  an  early  age  in  suitable  cases  by  orthoptic  training  will,  it  is 
hoped,  be  increased  during  the  coming  year.  Every  effort  to  induce  a squinting 
eye  to  function  is  very  much  worth  while  so  that  blindness  from  disuse  may  be 
prevented. 

The  Domestic  Help  Scheme  was  reorganised  during  the  year  and  continues 
to  serve  a most  useful  purpose  in  helping  to  care  for  children  while  their  mothers 
are  partially  or  wholly  disabled,  sick  persons  who  cannot  adequately  care  for 
themselves,  or  elderly  persons.  It  is  obviously  better  to  make  it  possible  for  home 
life  to  be  continued  than  to  provide  institutional  care  apart  from  the  much  greater 
cost  of  the  latter  if  it  could  be  provided.  There  are  some  parts  of  a few  rural 
areas  where  home  help  is  not  available  but  this,  and  also  the  limitation  which 
must  be  placed  on  the  expenditure,  has  caused  no  great  hardship,  although, 
naturally,  considerable  care  has  had  to  be  exercised  by  the  Organisers  in  seeing 
that  those  who  needed  help  got  what  help  was  essential. 

During  the  year  1950  fewer  cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  than 
in  1949,  and  the  majority  of  cases  recovered  without  serious  paralysis.  The  year 
was  notable  in  that  no  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  for  the  first  time  since 
notification  was  introduced.  This  should,  however,  cause  no  falling  off  in  the 
acceptance  of  immunisation  by  which,  it  seems  impossible  to  doubt,  this  good 
result  has  been  achieved. 

With  regard  to  the  most  important  infectious  disease,  tuberculosis,  some 
satisfaction  can  be  felt  that  the  death  rate  both  from  respiratory  and  non- 
respiratory  forms  has  decreased.  Efforts  to  prevent  the  disease  are  being  intensi- 
fied and  more  staff  have  been  employed  to  cope  with  the  greater  number  of  cases 
attending  dispensaries  and  the  fuller  treatment  now  being  given.  It  is  only 
through  detection  of  cases  who  may  unknowingly  have  tuberculosis  by  means  of 
Mass  Radiography,  the  early  treatment  of  such  cases  before  they  become 
infectious  and  so  spread  the  disease  to  others  before  comirtgT^tfie  care  of  their 
doctors,  the  rendering  non-infectious  of  infectious  cases  and  the  immunising  of 
children  in  infected  households,  together  with  the  amelioration  of  overcrowding 
that  the  incidence  of  the  disease  can  be  diminished. 

There  has  been  great  difficulty  in  providing  institutional  treatment  here  as 
elsewhere  but  the  number  of  beds  now  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
has  been  materially  increased  and  the  waiting  time  substantially  reduced. 
Immunisation  of  children  with  B.C.G.  (Bacillus  of  Calmette-Guerin)  had  only 
recently  been  started  but  this  will  increase  ; the  method  is  time  consuming  and 
is  not  applicable  to  all  cases  but  only  to  child  contacts  in  whom  tests  give  no 
evidence  that  infection  has  already  occurred. 

The  reorganisation  of  the  ambulance  service  will  be  described  in  my  report 
for  1951,  during  1950  as  is  shown  the  work  continued  at  a high  level. 

Turning  lastly  to  mental  health,  great  efforts  have  been  made  to  see  that 
mental  defectives  are  ascertained,  supervised  and  helped.  A large  proportion  of 
those  who  would  benefit  by  attendance  at  an  occupation  centre  now  attend, 
though  transport  difficulties  at  present  prevent  a number  from  doing  so.  The 
importance  of  the  training  and  occupation  these  children  receive  there  is  much 
appreciated  by  their  parents. 

To  sum  up,  the  year  1950  was  a year  of  steady  progress  in  several  directions 
and  showed  in  its  vital  statistics  some  very  good  results.

A.  — General. 

(1)  Feeding. 

(a)  Breast  Feeding. 

The  following  tables  show  the  position  with  regard  to  breast  feeding  of  infants, 
showing  the  cause  of  weaning  before  the  age  of  five  months.  The  information 
was  specially  ascertained  by  the  Health  Visitors.  It  will  be  seen  that  17  per  cent 
of  3,530  legitimate  babies  were  either  never  breast  fed  or  were  weaned  before 
they  passed  the  age  of  two  weeks  : 7 per  cent  of  the  babies  were  breast  fed  up  to 
the  age  of  4 weeks.  Only  32  per  cent  were  breast  fed  over  the  age  of  five  months. 

Of  125  illegitimate  babies  only  9 per  cent  were  breast  fed  over  the  age  of 
five  months. 

Special  attention  is  paid  by  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  Medical  Officers  to  the 
condition  of  the  breasts,  and  glass  or  plastic  shells  are  available  from  the  Health 
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Department  for  expectant  mothers  where  special  treatment  is  indicated.  Every 
opportunity  is  taken  to  talk  to  the  mothers,  pressing  the  desirability  of  breast 
feeding.

These  figures  show  a slight  deterioration  in  breast-feeding  from  the  results  of 
a similar  investigation  in  1948. 

The  chief  increases  in  early  weaning  of  legitimate  babies  appear  to  be  due  to 
causes  (i)  mother  unwilling  to  persevere,  (k)  loss  of  breast  milk  cause  unknown  and 
(n)  cause  unspecified.  Weaning  because  of  mother’s  ill-health  or  death  and  from 
domestic  worries  or  overwork  at  home  accounted  for  582  out  of  2,273  premature 
weanings  in  1948  or  25.6  per  cent  and  522  out  of  2,513  premature  weanings  in 
1950  or  20.7  per  cent. 

( b ) Government  Welfare  Foods  Service. 

The  provision  of  special  vitamins  has  continued  to  be  taken  advantage  of 
during  the  year  1950  and  the  following  is  a comparative  table  of  take-up  in  the 
County  Area,  and  the  Southern  Division  which  comprises  Berkshire,  Buckingham- 
shire, Hampshire,  Oxfordshire  and  Isle  of  Wight :

(b)  Home  Visiting. 

In  1950  notifications  were  received  of  10,360  (9,531)  live  births.  First  visits 
were  paid  by  Health  Visitors  to  10,949  (11,855)  children  under  the  age  of  12 
months,  and  a total  of  80,000  (83,229)  visits  to  children  between  the  ages  of  1 and 
5 years.  A total  of  12,818  visits  were  paid  to  other  cases.  The  figures  in  brackets 
relate  to  the  year  1949. 

The  reason  for  the  number  of  first  visits  to  children  under  the  age  of  12 
months  being  more  than  the  notification  of  live  births  is  that  so  many  children 
are  now  born  in  the  General  Hospitals  outside  the  County,  e.g.  Boscombe,  Ports- 
mouth, Salisbury,  Southampton,  in  which  case  we  do  not  have  notification  of  the 
birth. 

Co-ordination  of  the  work  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  and  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  continues  to  work  smoothly.  The  General  Hospitals  taking 
maternity  cases,  and  the  Regional  Board’s  Maternity  Homes  send  notification  to 
the  Health  Department  of  the  discharge  of  mother  and  baby  after  the  lying-in 
period.  There  has  recently  been  a tightening  up  in  this  arrangement  with  the 
result  that  the  discharges  are  received  promptly  and  the  Health  Visitor,  therefore, 
can  have  information  either  just  beforehand  or  within  a day  or  two  of  the  baby’s 
discharge  home. 

Discharge  reports  are  also  received  from  the  various  General  Hospitals  in 
connection  with  children  under  five.  The  Health  Visitor  calls  as  promptly  as  she 
can  to  follow  up  any  advice  given  by  the  Hospital.  These  visits  are  included  in 
the  total  “other  cases”  mentioned  above. 

The  increasing  number  of  young  children  in  the  County  does  not  enable  the 
present  staff  of  whole-time  health  visitors  to  visit  as  frequently  as  here-before  and 
discrimination  has  to  be  used.  Since  domiciliary  midwifery  has  declined  the 
Council  have  decided  in  the  more  rural  areas  to  appoint  as  occasion  arises,  women 
who  are  qualified  health  visitors  but  who  will  also  conduct  midwifery  and  do 
nursing  in  the  homes. 
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The  increase  in  young  children,  nearly  10,000  in  the  last  5 years,  is  due  not 
only  to  the  greater  numbers  born  in  1946  to  1948  with  a maximum  in  1947  but  also 
to  immigration  into  the  County.  The  figures  are  as  follows  :

Population  Investigation  Survey. 

Reference  was  made  in  the  1947  and  1948  Annual  Reports  to  the  activities 
of  the  Royal  College  of  Obstetricians  and  Gynaecologists  Population  Investigation 
Committee,  who  again  report  that  the  Survey  of  1948  has  been  outstandingly 
successful  owing  to  the  extremely  generous  co-operation  of  Health  Departments 
throughout  the  country.  The  Investigation  Committee  has  been  able  to  keep  in 
touch  with  more  than  90  per  cent  of  the  children  born  during  a single  week  in 
March,  1946. 

A second  Survey  was  undertaken  because  it  was  felt  that  there  should  be 
such  follow-up  before  the  children  reach  school  age  and  once  again  the  help  of 
the  Health  Departments  has  been  called  upon. 

Questionnaires  in  respect  of  79  cases  were  received  and  have  been  dealt  with 
by  the  Health  Visitors  to  whom  a special  note  of  thanks  and  appreciation  has 
been  passed  on  from  the  Investigation  Committee. 

(c)  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  statement,  the  interest  of  the  public  in 
Child  Welfare  Centres  is  growing,  and  there  continues  to  be  a demand  for  the 
opening  of  new  Centres  as  the  child  population  increases,  particularly  on  new 
housing  estates.  During  the  year,  the  new  Centres  were  at  Chilbolton,  Clanfield 
and  Stockheath,  and  a Centre  run  by  a Voluntary  Organisation  was  taken  over  at 
Burley,  to  be  run  on  the  lines  of  the  other  Local  Health  Authority  Centres.

The  opening  of  new  Centres  involves  attendance  of  Health  Visitors  which,  in 
its  turn,  means  that  the  Health  Visitor  cannot  pay  the  same  amount  of  home 
visiting.  Probably  this  is  the  reason  for  a reduction  of  the  total  number  of  visits 
mentioned. 

A close  watch  is  kept  on  the  attendance  records  from  all  Centres  and  if  it 
appears  that  the  need  of  a Centre  is  not  really  justified  in  view  of  the  small 
average  attendance,  then  the  Centre  is  closed.

B.  — Children  Separated  from  their  Parents. 

As  mentioned  in  my  report  for  1949,  this  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the 
County  Children's  Officer,  but  the  Health  Department  co-operates  in  the  following 
ways  : 

(a)  Children  in  the  Care  of  Foster  Parents  and  Adoption  Cases. 

Notifications  are  received  from  County  Children’s  Officer  as  to  children  under  5 years  of  age  who 
are  placed  with  foster  mothers,  so  that  the  Health  Visitors  can  follow  up  in  the  ordinary  course  of 
their  home- visiting  duties.  The  County  Children’s  Officer  is  kept  informed  of  any  special  circumstances. 

Advice  and  help  is  given  very  frequently  to  County  Children’s  Officer  in  connection  with  foster 
children  suffering  from  any  physical  or  mental  defect. 

Similar  advice  and  help  and  home  visiting  is  given  in  connection  with  children  placed  for  adoption. 
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(b)  Residential  Nurseries. 

Except  in  the  case  of  one  nursery,  where  there  is  a long-standing  arrangement  with  a local  general 
practitioner,  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  pay  quarterly  visits  to  all  residential  nurseries  to  make 
a routine  examination  of  all  children  and  report  on  the  premises  and  conditions.  The  examination 
on  admission  and  discharge  and  need  as  to  treatment  of  any  sick  children  is  undertaken  by  a local 
general  practitioner. 

C.  — Day  Nursery  Provision. 

The  following  15  Day  Nurseries  providing  576  places  have  been  continued 
throughout  the  year  but  in  view  of  the  condition  of  some  of  the  buildings,  and 
the  fact  that  quite  a considerable  number  of  the  children  attending  or  on  the 
waiting  lists  do  not  come  within  the  priority  classes,  a full  investigation  into  the 
nursery  provision  was  instituted  early  in  1951,  the  outcome  of  which  will  be 
detailed  in  my  report  for  that  year. 

Apart  from  small  epidemics  of  chicken  pox,  german  measles,  mumps,  measles 
and  whooping  cough,  the  health  of  the  children  has  been  good.

Children  are  admitted  to  the  Nurseries  in  the  following  order  of  preference  : 

(1)  Children  whose  mothers  are  obliged  to  work. 

(2)  Children  whose  mothers  are  ill  or  unable  for  some  special  reason  to  care  for  them 
themselves. 

(3)  Overcrowded  home  conditions. 

(4)  Children  suffering  from  some  disability  who  have  been  especially  recommended. 

If  any  children  are  admitted  who  do  not  come  within  the  above  groups,  it  is  on  the  understanding 
that  the  child  will  have  to  be  withdrawn  if  the  place  is  required  by  another  child  with  a definite  reason 
for  admission. 

Nurseries  and  Child-Minders  Regulation  Act,  1948. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  nine  persons  registered  under  the  above 
Act  conducting  nurseries  in  their  own  homes. 

Six  buildings  were  also  registered  under  the  above  Act.  They  are : 
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17  The  Holt,  Alverstoke.  Church  Hall,  Sholing. 

Ritchie  Hall,  Chandlers  Ford.  Thistle  Hall,  Testwood. 

Red  Cross  Quarters,  Gosport.  Pendean  Hall,  Waterlooville. 

D.  — Babies  subject  to  special  risks. 

Illegitimate  Babies. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  was  a record  of  441  illegitimate  children  born 
in  the  County  during  the  year,  and  of  these,  at  the  end  of  the  year  181  were  still 
with  their  mothers,  18  with  foster  mothers,  64  had  been  placed  with  adopters  or 
had  gone  to  a Registered  Adoption  Society,  1 was  living  with  relatives  apart 
from  its  mother,  4 were  living  apart  from  their  mothers  other  than  with  relatives, 
132  had  left  the  County,  4 had  been  lost  trace  of,  and  25  had  died  ; 12  had 
become  legalised  by  the  marriage  of  their  mothers. 

The  agreement  whereby  the  County  Council  makes  per  capita  grants  to  the 
Church  of  England  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Councils,  to  supplement  the  assessed 
maintenance  cost  per  case  and  the  amount  which  the  girls  themselves  are  able  to 
pay  from  their  National  Health  Insurance  benefit  and  any  other  help  their  families 
are  able  to  give,  continued  during  the  year. 

Of  45  cases  where  the  unmarried  mothers  were  confined  in  Hostels  between 
January,  1949,  and  September,  1950,  and  where  the  County  Council  gave  financial 
assistance,  23  returned  to  their  homes,  either  to  help  in  the  home  or  to  go  to  daily 
work.  Four  girls  went  to  relatives  and  4 married.  Domestic  residential  service 
attracted  11  of  the  girls  and  2 went  for  training  as  nursing  orderlies.  One  girl  was 
discharged  direct  to  the  Coldeast  Colony.  The  amount  of  grants  towards  the 
maintenance  of  these  45  cases  was  £803  3s.  lOd. 

Twenty-four  of  the  babies  remained  in  the  care  of  their  mothers,  11  were 
adopted,  and  2 died.  The  County  Children’s  Officer  took  care  of  2 children,  1 of 
whom  later  returned  to  its  mother  after  her  marriage.  Five  babies  were  placed 
with  foster  mothers  and  1 was  put  in  the  care  of  a relative. 

The  follow-up  reports  received  from  the  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Councils 
show  that  very  good  results  were  obtained  from  the  care  and  training  of  these 
girls  in  the  Homes  for  Unmarried  Mothers. 

During  the  year  1950  the  Roman  Catholic  Maternity  Home  for  Unmarried 
Mothers  at  Grayshott  admitted  107  cases  ; the  Baptist  Union  Home  for  Un- 
married Mothers  at  Yateley  admitted  61  cases.  The  majority  of  patients  admitted 
to  these  Homes  come  from  outside  the  County  area. 

The  Winchester  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Council  Maternity  Home  in. 
Winchester  admitted  13  cases  during  1950,  after  re-opening  the  Home  in 
September.

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  although  the  proportion  of  babies  weighing  less 
than  5 lbs.  remained  the  same  as  in  1949,  viz.  50.6  per  cent  of  all  premature 
babies,  the  percentage  survival  to  the  age  of  one  month  increased  from  82.2  to 
85.0.  The  number  of  stillbirths  per  1,000  total  births  also  diminished  from  19.8 
to  16.9. 


II.  CARE  OF  MOTHERS. 

(A)  Medical  Supervision  of  Expectant  Mothers. 

During  the  year  1950,  2,704  (2,665)  expectant  mothers  attended  the  Ante- 
Natal  Clinics  provided  by  the  County  Council.  These  mothers  made  8,303  (8,902) 
attendances,  of  which  355  (377)  were  for  post-natal  examination  : the  hgures  in 
brackets  relate  to  the  year  1949.

2,571  applications  were  received  for  admission  to  maternity  beds  on  social 
grounds.  Of  these  2,154  were  recommended  and  accommodation  was  provided 
in  all  but  9 of  these  cases.  Confinement  at  home  was  possible  in  these  cases  by 
use  of  the  Home  Help  Service.  In  407  cases  investigation  showed  that  (a)  home 
confinement  could  be  arranged  if  a bed  in  the  hospital  or  maternity  home  was 
not  available  and  ( b ) there  was  every  convenience  for  domiciliary  confinement. 
Beds  were  provided  in  all  but  10  of  these  cases.

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III.  TREATMENT  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 

A.  Dental  Treatment. 

The  arrangements  for  the  dental  treatment  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
and  young  children  were  continued  during  1950  on  the  same  lines  as  those  after 
the  5th  July,  1948,  each  County  Dental  Officer  being  responsible  for  the  treatment 
of  the  patients  in  his  or  her  area  in  addition  to  school  children  and  the  facilities  of 
the  School  Dental  Service  were  used  for  their  treatment. 

Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers. 

Patients  were  inspected  and  treated  on  the  recommendation  of  Medical 
Officers  in  charge  of  Ante-Natal  Clinics,  general  medical  practitioners,  midwives 
and  health  visitors.  Complete  treatment  to  render  them  dentally  fit  was  given  or 
offered  to  all  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  referred  to  the  clinics  and  when  for 
varying  reasons  the  treatment  of  expectant  mothers  could  not  be  completed 
before  confinement,  it  was  continued  as  soon  as  possible  afterwards.  Dentures 
were  provided  for  all  patients  in  need  of  them.

The  Senior  Dental  Officer  reports  as  follows  : 

1.  It  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  a general  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  referred 
for  treatment  under  the  County  Dental  Service.  In  common  with  other  Authorities  this 
decrease  has  been  caused  by  the  fact  that  free  treatment,  including  the  provision  of  dentures, 
was  obtainable  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  from  dental  practitioners  under  the 
General  Dental  Service  which  was  not  possible  prior  to  July,  1948.  Another  contributory  factor 
is  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  maternity  cases  attending  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  in  the 
County. 

A review  of  the  number  of  cases  treated  in  the  individual  Dental  Officers’  areas  shows  that 
where  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  an  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officer  the  number  of  cases  referred  is  greater  for  the  most  part  than  from  an  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  where  the  Medical  Officer  is  one  of  the  local  general  medical  practitioners. 

2.  As  in  the  case  of  expectant  mothers  it  will  be  noted  that  the  number  of  pre-school  children 
examined  and  treated  has  also  decreased.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  Dental  Staff  there  has  been  a 
tendency  to  give  only  emergency  treatment  for  these  children,  but  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be 
altered  during  1951  if  it  is  possible  to  secure  more  Dental  Staff. 


Conclusion. 

It  is  noted  that  the  number  of  maternity  and  child  welfare  cases  examined  and  treated  during 
1950  was  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  but  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  with  the  reduction 
in  the  Staff,  due  to  resignations  of  the  Dental  Officers,  from  an  equivalent  of  17.08  in  1949  to 
13.22  in  1950  the  actual  number  of  these  priority  patients  seen  by  the  individual  County  Dental 
Officers  remain  approximately  the  same. 

As  certain  Dental  Areas  in  the  County  have  had  to  be  closed  down  from  the  point  of  view  of 
the  routine  school  treatment  and  examination,  other  than  for  emergency  treatment,  and  as 
there  has  accordingly  been  no  regular  County  Dental  Officer  in  these  areas,  it  is  perhaps  under- 
standable that  the  number  of  cases  referred  for  treatment  has  been  reduced. 

Until  such  time  as  an  adequate  staff  can  be  obtained  to  allow  for  the  routine  dental  examina- 
tion by  the  Dental  Officers  of  all  children  attending  Child  Welfare  Centres  it  is  felt  that  the 
facilities  for  treatment  under  the  County  Dental  Service  can  only  be  regarded  as  an  emergency 
service  giving  remedial  and  not  preventive  treatment. 

It  should  be  remembered,  however,  that  the  above  statistics  refer  to  children  whose  treatment 
has  been  carried  out  under  the  County  Dental  Service.  It  would  be  interesting,  and  it  would 
give  a more  complete  picture  of  the  treatment  carried  out  in  the  Administrative  County,  if  the 
number  of  these  cases  treated  through  the  Hampshire  Executive  Council  General  Dental 
Services  could  also  be  made  public.

During  the  year,  234  pairs  of  glasses  were  prescribed  and  approximately  204 
were  provided  (including  arrears  from  1949)  through  the  Supplementary 
Ophthalmic  Service.

The  other  two  cases  were  added  to  the  waiting  list  for  treatment  when  an 
orthoptist  could  be  appointed  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  for  the  clinics  at 
Alton,  Andover,  Basingstoke  and  Winchester  which  have  been  suspended  since 
May,  1949,  when  the  former  orthoptist  resigned.  The  post  remained  vacant 
owing  to  the  general  shortage  of  orthoptists  in  the  Country. 

(A  part-time  orthoptist  was  appointed  in  February,  1951,  and  clinics  on  one 
day  per  week  each  at  Alton  and  Basingstoke  were  resumed.  The  Board  hope  to 
appoint  another  orthoptist  for  the  Andover  and  Winchester  Clinics  as  soon  as  a 
suitable  applicant  is  available.) 
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(c)  Treatment  of  Ringworm  of  the  Scalp. 

During  1950,  8 cases  of  scalp  ringworm  were  reported  in  children  under  five 
years  of  age  compared  with  4 cases  in  1949  and  5 in  1948.  All  except  one  case 
were  contacts  of  school  children  with  ringworm. 

All  8 cases  were  referred  either  by  the  family  medical  attendant  or  with  his 
approval  to  the  Dermatologist  at  the  nearest  Hospital  with  a Skin  Out-patient 
Clinic  and  one  child,  aged  4 years  (type  of  ringworm  not  ascertained)  received 
X-ray  treatment.  The  other  seven  children  were  successfully  treated  other  than 
by  X-rays.  They  were  3 cases  of  Microsporum  Ganis,  one  case  of  T.  Discoides 
and  3 cases  (one  family)  of  an  animal  type  of  ringworm  from  cows.

(f)  Other  Treatment  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

Ostocalcium  tablets  are  prescribed  and  issued  through  Ante-Natal  Clinics 
and  Child  Welfare  Centres.  The  supply  of  Ostocalcium  tablets,  hitherto  made 
entirely  from  the  Head  Office,  is  continued 

(a)  by  direct  orders  from  the  Child  Welfare  Centre  if  over  1,000  tablets  are  required, 
and 

( b ) from  the  Head  Office  where  smaller  quantities  are  required. 

These  tablets  are  supplied  from  the  Head  Office  for  expectant  mothers  when  the 
Medical  Officer  of  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic  so  prescribes. 


Probably  owing  to  the  fact  that  under  the  terms  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  maternity  belts  can  now  be  obtained  free,  on  medical  prescription, 
the  supply  of  these  articles  through  Head  Office  has  considerably  decreased. 
During  1950  only  13  belts  were  issued. 


MIDWIFERY  AND  HOME  NURSING 

I.  Midwifery. 

During  the  year  1950  Hampshire  County  Council  Midwives  and  District 
Nurse  Midwives  attended  as  midwives  3,499  (3,854)  cases,  and  as  maternity  nurses 
544  (560)  cases. 

Independent  midwives  attended  in  the  patients’  homes  37  (49)  women  as 
midwifery  cases  and  56  (110)  as  maternity  cases. 

The  total  number  of  calls  for  medical  help  issued  by  midwives  was  1,164 
(2,153). 

All  midwives  in  active  domiciliary  practice — 143 — were  qualified  at  the  end 
of  the  year  to  administer  Gas/Air  Analgesia. 

The  number  of  cases  in  which  Gas/Air  was  administered  was  2,581  (2,107) 
when  acting  as  midwives,  206  (268)  when  acting  as  maternity  nurses. 

Sterilised  Maternity  Outfits  were  supplied  to  4,008  (3,928)  patients.

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The  attendances  at  the  lectures  varied  from  19  to  72. 

By  kind  invitation  of  the  Matron  of  the  Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital 
a meeting  was  held  at  the  Hospital  on  the  27th  October,  when  a lecture  on  Pethi- 
dine was  given  by  Dr.  C.  J.  Penny,  Consulting  Obstetrician.  Blood  transfusion  as 
applied  to  domiciliary  practice  was  demonstrated  by  Dr.  Penny  and  the  maternity 
staff,  chiefly  for  the  benefit  of  midwives  who  co-operate  in  the  Maternity  Depart- 
ment’s scheme  for  supplying  emergency  drums.  Great  pains  were  taken  to  make 
this  a realistic  demonstration  and  its  success  was  obvious  by  the  keen  interest 
shown  by  the  midwives  and  letters  of  appreciation  subsequently  received. 

During  the  year  two  Assistant  Supervisors  and  ten  midwives  attended  one- 
week  refresher  courses  under  the  auspices  of  the  Royal  College  of  Midwives.  The 
Deputy  Supervisor  attended  a week’s  course  arranged  by  the  Association  of 
Supervisors  of  Midwives. 

Part  2 — Midwifery  Training  Scheme. 

36  pupil  midwives  received  three  months’  district  training  from  9 County 
Midwives  approved  by  the  Central  Midwives  Board  for  this  purpose.  The  first 
three  months  of  the  2nd  part  training  is  taken  at  the  Royal  Hampshire  County 
Hospital  and  there  is  very  good  liaison  between  the  two  authorities. 

During  the  year  the  Assistant  Nursing  Superintendents  organised  demon- 
stration classes  in  nursing  technique  to  groups  of  nurses  and  midwives  throughout 
the  County.  These  were  very  well  attended  and  were  much  appreciated  by  the 
Staff,  and  there  is  evidence  that  standards  of  work  have  been  raised  and  interest 
stimulated. 

A further  means  of  stimulating  interest  and  keeping  the  nurses  in  touch  with 
professional  developments  and  progress  in  the  health  services  has  been  the  issue 
of  a Quarterly  News  Sheet. 

Two  study  days  were  held  in  November  at  The  Castle,  Winchester,  the 
subject  being  “Tuberculosis”  and  the  lecturer  Dr.  H.  S.  Fraser,  M.D.,  Ch.B., 
D.P.H.  By  duplicating  the  set  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  all  the  nurses  were 
enabled  to  attend  for  one  day  and  their  knowledge  on  this  vital  subject  brought 
up  to  date.

Resignations  were  received  from  20  nurses  and  midwives.  Of  these  2 were 
for  marriage,  8 retirement,  2 home  ties  and  8 other  work.  Nineteen  new  appoint- 
ments were  made,  10  of  them  Queen’s  Nurse  Midwives  (of  whom  6 were  County 
Candidates),  2 District  Midwives,  2 General  Nurses,  1 District  Nurse  Midwife  and 
2 Relief  Nurses,  2 Queen’s  Nurses  (General). 


Changes  in  Establishment  and  Re-Grouping  of  Nursing  Districts. 

The  continued  fall  in  the  domiciliary  birth  rate  has  entailed  re-adjustments 
and  a reduction  in  the  number  of  whole-time  midwives  at  Farnborough,  Basing- 
stoke, Gosport  and  Fareham.  At  Christchurch  the  time  of  one  midwife  is  about 
equally  divided  between  nursing  and  midwifery,  and  at  Winchester,  Basingstoke, 
Aldershot  and  Lymington  the  midwives  assist  the  general  nurses  in  varying 
degrees.  The  decrease  in  maternity  work  has  coincided  with  a substantial  rise  in 
general  cases  and  visits,  mainly  in  the  urban  areas,  and  an  additional  nurse  has 
been  appointed  to  Gosport  and  one  to  Aldershot  and  Farnborough.  In  the  rural 
areas  the  work  has  not  increased  to  the  same  extent  and  the  nurses  have  been 
able  to  give  more  assistance  to  health  visitors  by  relieving  them  at  Diphtheria 
Immunisation  Clinics. 

Re-grouping  of  districts  has  continued  within  the  areas  of  District  Health 
Committees  as  opportunity  occurs,  in  accordance  with  the  plan  approved  in  1949, 
and  further  progress  will  be  made  in  the  few  remaining  districts  when  houses 
become  available. 


Houses  Provided  for  Nurses  by  the  County  Council. 

Thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  the  Housing  Authorities  8 council  houses  were 
provided  for  the  use  of  nurses  and  midwives,  of  which  one  was  let  direct  to  the 
nurse. 
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Transport  for  Nurses  and  Midwives. 

At  the  31st  December,  1950,  131  County  cars  were  in  use  : 

117  by  nurses  and  mid  wives, 

3 by  Superintendents, 

1 1 as  spare  cars  used  by  emergency  nurses  and  when  cars  are  being  repaired. 

26  Nurses  and  Midwives  and  2 Superintendents  used  their  own  cars  and 
received  official  allowances. 

Nursing  Homes. 

During  the  year  1950,  9 Nursing  Homes  were  closed.  These  had  provided 
for  a total  of  23  beds,  of  which  12  were  reserved  for  maternity  cases.  The  total 
number  of  patients  admitted  to  these  Nursing  Homes  during  the  year  was  21,  of 
which  17  were  maternity  cases. 

Four  Homes  were  newly  registered  during  the  year,  providing  40  beds,  of 
which  3 are  reserved  for  maternity  cases.  During  the  year,  96  patients  were 
admitted  to  these  Nursing  Homes,  of  which  3 were  maternity  cases. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1950,  there  were  56  Nursing  Homes  functioning  in 
the  County  area,  providing  620  beds,  of  which  81  were  for  maternity  cases. 
During  the  year  2,261  patients  were  admitted  to  these  Nursing  Homes,  of  whom 
673  were  maternity  cases. 

The  number  of  inspections  of  Nursing  Homes  during  the  year  was  66. 
Nursing  Services. 

In  September,  1949,  the  Nuffield  Provincial  Hospitals  Trust  commenced  to 
make  a Survey  of  the  work  of  the  nurses  both  in  the  Hospital  and  Public  Health 
fields,  the  purpose  of  this  Survey  being  to  obtain  information  concerning  the 
actual  work  which  is  undertaken  by  the  nurse.  The  Survey  was  actually  com- 
menced in  March,  1950,  and  an  eleven-page  questionnaire,  “Job  Analysis  of 
Public  Health  Nursing,”  was  sent  out  to  about  30  Health  Visitors  and  Midwives. 

A further  object  of  the  Survey  was  to  help  in  planning  the  health  services 
and  ensuring  that : 

(1)  the  best  use  is  made  of  the  limited  number  of  public  health  nurses  in  the  country,  and 

(2)  the  best  training  is  provided  for  those  who  will  be  doing  the  work  in  future. 

During  the  week  of  Survey  in  March,  1950,  93  per  cent  of  the  Health 
Authorities  in  England,  Scotland  and  Wales  took  part,  and  83  per  cent  of  the 
nurses  completed  helpful  explanatory  notes  and  returned  the  questionnaires. 

A letter  of  thanks  and  appreciation  has  been  received  from  the  Trust. 

DOMESTIC  HELP 

This  service  has  shown  development  in  some  parts  of  the  rural  districts, 
especially  where  it  has  been  possible  to  obtain  the  co-operation  of  voluntary 
organisations  and  representatives.  The  voluntary  organisation  known  as  “Another 
Pair  of  Hands”  operating  in  Fleet  has  given  valuable  help  to  the  Home  Help 
Service  as  short  term  cases  are  often  assisted  entirely  on  a voluntary  basis,  thus 
saving  provision  of  an  official  Home  Help. 

In  one  Division  progress  has  been  made  in  recruiting  helpers  in  the  rural 
district  who  are  prepared  to  stand-by  and  help  in  an  emergency.  No  stand-by 
payments  are  made  to  these  helpers.

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Of  the  293  home  helpers,  60  were  employed  whole-time,  204  part-time.  At  the 
31st  December,  21  were  sick,  the  remaining  8 being  on  holiday.  The  36  reserves 
are  mainly  occasional  helpers  in  rural  areas  to  whom,  as  mentioned  previously, 
no  retaining  fee  is  paid. 

Transport  of  helpers  in  rural  areas  still  presents  many  difficulties  and  greatly 
increases  the  cost  of  the  Service.  The  number  of  cases  assisted  during  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1950,  is  as  follows :

Of  these  cases  154  were  being  assisted  on  1st  January  and  were  still  on  the  register 
on  the  31st  December,  1950,  viz  : 

Chronic  49  ; Tuberculosis  7 ; Child  Welfare  1 ; Aged  and  Infirm  95  ; Post  Hospital  2. 

During  the  year  only  16  applications  were  received  from  applicants  qualified 
for  assistance,  but  where  it  was  not  possible  to  provide  assistance.  5 of  these  were 
in  urban  areas,  11  in  rural  areas.  It  was  usually  found  that  where  no  helper  was 
available  either  because  at  the  time  the  existing  services  were  fully  extended  or, 
particularly  in  the  rural  areas  there  was  no  known  helper  available,  cases  were 
eventually  able  to  make  private  arrangements  ; the  emergency  was  short  term.

For  the  first  time  since  1903,  when  figures  became  available,  no  case  of  diph- 
theria was  notified  during  1950.

The  first  scheme  inagurated  by  a Local  Sanitary  Authority  for  the  immunisa- 
tion against  diphtheria  commenced  on  the  1st  January,  1933.  Two  years  later, 
1935,  13  more  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  adopted  schemes,  subsequent  develop- 
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ment  being  : 1936 — six  ; 1937 — one  ; 1938 — three,  and  the  remaining  two  authori- 
ties in  1939. 

The  table  below  gives  theUncidence  and  death  rates  since  1933  : 
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In  1940  the  Ministry  of  Health  asked  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  to  make  and 
sustain  a special  effort  to  secure  the  immunisation  against  diphtheria  of  as  many 
children  under  the  age  of  15  as  possible.  The  co-operation  of  County  Councils 
through  their  education  and  child  welfare  services  was  sought,  both  in  the  task  of 
persuading  parents  of  the  importance  of  immunisation  and  in  assisting  in  carrying 
out  the  actual  work. 

The  arrangement  was  altered  on  the  14th  November,  1945,  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  who  decided  that  the  County  Council,  being  the  Welfare  Authority, 
should  be  responsible  for  the  immunisation  of  children  under  5 years  of  age,  the 
Local  Sanitary  Authorities  dealing  with  the  5 — 15  year  group. 

When  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  came  into  force  on  the  5th  July, 
1948,  however,  the  responsibility  for  immunising  children  of  all  ages  up  to  and 
including  15  was  placed  upon  the  Local  Health  Authority  (the  County  Council) 
under  Section  26  of  the  Act. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  following  table  shows  that  a slightly  lower  proportion  of  children,  both 
below  school  age  and  in  groups  5-15,  were  immunised  in  1950  than  in  the  previous 
year.  It  may  be  that  this  is  possibly  due  to  the  fear  of  contracting  paralysis  from 
poliomyelitis  but  it  must  be  emphasised  that  this  risk  is  extremely  slight.  It  would 
be  a pity  for  immunising  to  be  prejudiced  since  it  is  only  by  a high  proportion  of 
young  children  being  regularly  immunised  that  diphtheria  is  kept  at  bay.  It  is 
sincerely  to  be  hoped  that  newer  methods  of  immunisation  may  soon  be  available 
which  will  obviate  entirely  this  risk  slight  as  it  is.

Of  the  92  cases  where  the  diagnosis  of  acute  poliomyelitis  or  polio-encephalitis 
was  confirmed  7 died  and  of  the  remainder  (85)  27  suffered  from  an  abortive  attack, 
never  had  any  paralysis  or  were  known  to  have  completely  recovered  from  any 
paralysis  by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  state  of  the  remainder  is  not  known  in  every 
case  but  in  the  great  majority  what  paralysis  remains  is  very  slight  and  with 
continued  supervision  and  appropriate  treatment  is  likely  to  be  of  no  material 
handicap.

4 cases  of  polio-encephalitis  were  also  notified  (three  in  the  June  Quarter  at 
Aldershot,  Andover  Borough  and  Gosport  and  one  in  the  December  Quarter  at 
Basingstoke  Borough). 

This  is  a reduction  on  the  1949  figures,  but  the  incidence  still  continues  to 
show  a sharp  rise  in  cases  in  the  third  quarter  with  a gradual  diminution  from 
November  onwards. 

The  incidence  in  Rural  Districts  was  15.0  per  100,000  population  and  in 
Urban  15.9,  compared  with  22.8  and  19.5  respectively  in  the  1949  outbreak.

Although  fewer  babies  under  one  year  were  vaccinated  the  work  done  does  not 
compare  unfavourably  with  that  for  1949. 

Food  Poisoning. 

A total  of  54  cases  was  notified  during  1950. 

In  fifteen  cases  one  individual  only  was  notified,  in  two  there  were  two 
members  of  the  same  family,  in  two  there  were  three  members  of  the  same  family, 
in  one  case  four  and  in  two,  five  of  the  same  family. 

There  was  one  outbreak  in  a Cottage  Home  involving  thirteen  inmates. 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Twenty  cases  were  notified  in  1950  : one  was  found  to  be  gonococcal  in 
origin  and  the  baby  admitted  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Milton,  Ports- 
mouth. In  no  case  did  impairment  of  the  vision  result.

Death  Rates. 

The  death  rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  slightly  less  in  1950  (0.25) 
than  in  the  previous  year  (0.28),  as  also  the  death  rate  from  non-pulmonary 
(0.03  as  against  0.04).

Notifications. 

In  1950,  439  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  and  117  of  non- 
pulmonary,  giving  a rate  per  100,000  population  of  69  and  18  respectively,  which 
compares  with  73  and  14  for  1949. 

Prevention  of  infection  by  admission  to  Sanatoria  where  cure,  prevention  of 
infectivity  or  training  in  precautions  can  be  effected  is  still  a difficulty,  but  the 
waiting  list  has  been  materially  reduced  by  the  provision  of  more  beds  for  both 
men  and  female  patients. 

To  supplement  this  segregation,  shelters  are  provided  whenever  they  can  be 
erected  and  will  serve  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  intended.  There  are  41  of 
these  shelters  in  the  County  and  every  patient  has  been  supplied  the  use  of  a 
shelter  where  the  Chest  Physician  has  decided  that  it  would  be  advisable.  In 
addition  any  extra  beds,  etc.,  are  provided  as  requested  not  only  to  patients  who 
are  allotted  shelters,  but  also  to  those  who  need  them  for  segregation  in  their 
homes.

Wherever  possible  full  advantage  is  taken  of  the  visits  of  the  units  to  enable  Health  Visitors, 
staff  of  the  Children’s  Nurseries  and  senior  school  children  to  be  examined.  In  addition  to  the  above 
visits  the  help  of  the  Unit  at  Southampton  was  given  to  examine  school  children  where  a focus  of

HANDICRAFTS  INDUSTRY. 

1950  was  not  a very  good  year  for  the  Handicrafts  Industry  run  by  the 
County  Council  at  Bishopstoke  in  the  grounds  of  the  Mount  Sanatorium.  Mr. 
B.  H.  Essery,  the  Manager,  reports : 

1 . Staff. 

While  the  number  of  administrative  staff  remained  constant  at  3,  there  was  a gradual 
decrease  in  the  number  of  manufacturing  workers  from  23  at  the  beginning  to  12  at  the  end, 
the  average  number  over  the  year  being  17. 

The  services  of  the  non-tuberculous  packer  were  dispensed  with  in  October  as  the  smaller 
work,  requiring  packing  in  crates  and  cases,  fell  off,  while  the  number  of  the  woodworkers  and 
painters  fell  from  18  to  10  and  from  4 to  2,  respectively. 

With  the  rise  in  the  cost  of  living,  5 workers  during  the  year  felt  compelled  to  seek  higher 
wages  in  outside  industry.  For  those  remaining,  it  was  a very  bad  year  for  sickness,  particularly 
during  the  long,  wet  winter,  when,  at  various  times,  six  men  were  readmitted  to  the  Sanatorium, 
while  there  was  a considerable  amount  of  occasional  sickness. 

2.  Sales  and  Production. 

The  sales  fell  for  the  first  time  since  the  inception  of  the  Industry.  There  was  a considerable 
falling-off  in  orders  for  educational  toys  and  apparatus,  which  hitherto  had  been  mass-produced, 
and  the  uncertainty  of  the  trade  position  concerning  these,  plus  limited  storage  accommodation, 
meant  shorter  runs  and  therefore  less  efficiency. 

To  compensate  for  the  decrease  in  the  small  work,  more  furniture  work  was  solicited,  but 
as  the  more  skilled  men  left  to  go  to  outside  industry,  this  type  of  work  had  to  be  carried  out 
by  men  of  little  experience,  who  naturally  were  slow,  although  the  work  appeared  to  be  very 
much  more  interesting  and  satisfying  to  them.  At  the  moment,  it  is  not  practicable  to  mass- 
produce  furniture  in  the  existing  premises,  as  I pointed  out  when  extensions  were  being  con- 
sidered as  long  ago  as  January,  1949. 

3.  Advertising — Displays. 

During  the  year  in  all  10  Displays  were  arranged  in  various  parts  of  the  country,  including 
Brighton,  Sunderland,  Stoke-on-Trent,  Rayleigh,  Leamington  Spa,  Durham,  Manfield  and 
London. 

4.  Name. 

In  view  of  the  altered  character  of  the  production,  the  name  “Mount  Industries”  was 
gradually  introduced  to  replace  the  former  name  of  “Mountoys.”

Table  I above  refers  to  patients  attending  the  following  clinics  : Aldershot, 
Basingstoke,  Bournemouth,  Guildford,  Portsmouth,  Reading,  Salisbury,  South- 
ampton and  Winchester. 

The  number  of  first  attendances  mentioned  in  Table  II  refers  to  all  cases 
attending  the  Clinics  mentioned  and  include  cases  from  other  areas  (e.g.  the 
County  Boroughs).  It  is  reproduced  here  to  show  the  general  trend  in  the  area 
of  first  attendances  for  early  and  later  manifestations  of  disease. 

General  Practitioner  Service. 

Facilities  still  exist  whereby  patients  can  be  treated  by  specially  appro ve^ 
General  Medical  Practitioners  practising  in  places  remotely  situated  from  Specia 
Clinics.  Little  use  was  made  of  this  service  during  the  year,  only  one  case  of 
gonorrhoea  in  a male  being  so  dealt  with. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Ambulance  Service,  including  the  Hospital  Car  Service,  in  spite  of  still 
greater  demands  in  1950,  though  the  demands  did  not  increase  at  the  same  rate 
as  in  1949,  has  carried  out  its  functions  satisfactorily. 

The  call  on  the  ambulances  reached  its  peak  in  May  and  after  a fairly  heavy 
drop  in  June  and  a similar  rise  in  July  showed  a fluctuating  drop  to  the  end  of 
the  year. 

The  Hospital  Car  Service  showed  great  fluctuation  during  the  year,  the 
peak  months  being  March,  May,  August  and  November,  with  a heavy  drop  as 
usual  in  December. 

Long  Distance  Journeys. 

The  use  of  rail  transport  for  patients  travelling  long  distances  has  been 
continued  and  122  patients  travelled  approximately  13,000  miles  by  rail  during 
the  year.  The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross  Society  have 
provided  voluntary  attendants  whenever  necessary  and  it  is  through  these 
volunteers  and  the  continued  help  and  co-operation  of  the  staff  of  British 
Railways  that  this  method  of  transport  has  been  so  successful. 

All  long  distance  journeys  for  the  Hospital  Car  Service  are  controlled  and 
co-ordinated  by  the  County  Ambulance  Officer  and  it  has,  through  the 
co-operation  of  Mrs.  Larminie,  the  Hospital  Car  Service  Organiser  and  her  Area 
Transport  Officers,  resulted  in  a great  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  carried 
by  the  Hospital  Car  Service  per  journey. 

Strength  of  Ambulance  Service. 

The  strength  of  the  Ambulance  Service  including  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross  Society,  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  as  follows  :

Patients  Carried  and  Mileage. 

In  1950,  96,065  (80,327)*  patient  journeys  were  made,  46,969  (40,649)  by 
ambulances  and  sitting  case  cars  and  49,096  (39,678)  by  Hospital  Car  Service 
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cars.  The  mileage  involved  was  797,871  (723,023)  and  1,020,156  (995,657) 
respectively  or  a total  of  1,818,027  miles  (1,718,680). 

*The  figures  in  brackets  refer  to  1949. 

The  number  of  patients  attending  the  Out-Patient  Departments  at  Hospitals 
more  than  once,  still  make  up  a large  proportion  of  the  work  done  by  the  Service 
and  it  is  likely  that  this  will  increase  as  more  out-patient  facilities  are  provided. 

Arrangements  for  the  transfer  of  infectious  cases,  including  the  special 
arrangements  for  smallpox,  remained  unchanged  and  have  proved  satisfactory 
through  the  year. 

Hospital  Car  Service. 

The  Hospital  Car  Service,  as  in  1949,  has  played  an  extremely  useful  part  in 
the  Service  in  transporting  sitting  cases  to  and  from  Clinics,  Hospitals  and  Con- 
valescent Homes  and  the  statistics  show  an  increase  in  mileage  and  a greater 
increase  in  the  number  of  patients  carried.  There  are  still  members  of  this 
voluntary  organisation  who  do  not  make  any  charge  to  the  County  Council  for 
journeys  carrying  patients  to  hospitals  and  during  the  year  some  5,700  miles  for 
which  the  volunteers  made  no  charge  were  travelled.  The  Service  is  organised 
and  administrated  by  Mrs.  A.  Y.  Larminie,  County  Organiser,  and  her  assistant, 
Lady  Colman,  both  of  whom  give  their  services  voluntarily. 

During  the  year  a proposal  was  made  and  supported  by  the  County  Councils 
Association  that  the  Hospital  Car  Service  mileage  rate  should  be  increased  from 
6d.  per  mile  to  7d.  per  mile  for  the  first  800  miles  carried  out  by  each  driver  in  the 
month  and  5d.  per  mile  for  any  excess  mileage  undertaken  by  the  driver  during 
the  month.  The  estimated  increase  to  the  cost  to  the  County  Council  if  this 
proposal  was  put  into  operation  was  £3,600  per  annum.  A vote  of  the  Hospital 
Car  Service  drivers  was  taken  and  it  was  decided  by  a majority  of  20-1  to 
continue  at  the  rate  of  6d.  per  mile.  The  Hospital  Car  Service  drivers  are  to  be 
commended  for  this  very  generous  gesture  but,  unfortunately  owing  to  the  rising 
costs  of  running  cars,  drivers  have  found  it  impossible  to  continue  at  this  rate. 

Centralisation. 

The  ability  to  answer  all  urgent  calls  immediately  is  the  aim  of  all  Emergency 
Services  and  it  is  with  this  in  view  that  an  experiment  was  carried  out  in  the 
North-Eastern  area  of  the  County.  From  January  all  calls  from  Hartley  Wintney 
and  Farnborough  were  centred  upon  the  main  station  at  Aldershot  and  the  work 
allocated  to  drivers  at  Farnborough  and  Hartley  Wintney  as  appropriate.  This 
system  worked  very  well  and  in  August  when  the  private  contract  in  Alton  was 
terminated  and  the  County  Council  employed  two  whole-time  drivers  this  system 
was  extended  to  Alton.  Since  then  the  system  has  worked  smoothly.  Under  this 
scheme  the  officer  at  the  main  station  is  able  to  distribute  the  work  to  the 
ambulances  evenly  and  as  he  is  aware  of  the  position  of  all  vehicles  in  his  charge, 
is  able  to  answer  emergency  calls  promptly.  It  is  hoped  to  extend  this  system 
throughout  the  County. 

Development. 

No  new  ambulances  have  been  added  to  the  fleet  during  the  year,  the  existing 
vehicles  having  operated  without  any  serious  breakdown.  The  Austin  Motor  Co. 
have  discontinued  making  the  Austin  Welfarer  Ambulance,  12  of  which  were 
purchased  by  the  County  Council  in  1949,  and  as  it  will  be  necessary  to  replace 
some  of  the  fleet  in  1951  several  of  the  new  types  of  ambulances  were  inspected. 
It  was  decided  that  five  new  Bedford  Chassis  fitted  with  Lever  Ambulance  Bodies 
be  ordered  for  delivery  in  1951. 

The  Service  has  been  watched  carefully  and  where  possible  economy  has  been 
effected  and  the  following  stations  closed  during  the  year : 

St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  Stations  at  Lee-on-Solent  and  Odiham. 

British  Red  Cross  Society  Station  at  Bishops  Waltham. 

In  view  of  the  need  for  economy  little  has  been  done  to  improve  the  existing 
accommodation  at  County  Ambulance  Stations  during  the  year  but  certain 
proposals  are  still  under  consideration  for  Winchester,  Lymington,  Eastleigh  and 
Gosport. 
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The  number  of  whole-time  staff  has  been  kept  down  to  the  minimum  and  it 
has  been  found  difficult  to  provide  attendants  owing  to  the  shortage  of  volunteers 
but  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  position 
was  improved  and  volunteers  are  now  working  to  a rota  at  some  County 
Ambulance  Stations. 

Co-operation. 

Excellent  liaison  with  the  Order  of  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  British 
Red  Cross  Society  has  been  maintained  and  these  organisations  continue  to  run 
their  ambulance  services  as  part  of  the  County  Service. 

The  continued  help  given  by  the  County  Police  and  Fire  Service  in  accepting 
calls  when  ambulance  stations  are  left  unmanned  has  greatly  assisted  in  main- 
taining the  Service.  Liaison  with  Ambulance  Services  in  adjoining  Counties  and 
County  Boroughs  continue  to  work  smoothly.  The  whole-time  staff  employed  by 
the  County  Council,  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross  Society 
continue  to  bear  the  brunt  of  the  heavy  demands  made  upon  the  Service  and 
credit  is  due  to  them  for  the  manner  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties. 


HEALTH  CONTROL  OF  AIRPORTS 

Blackbushe  Airport. 

In  my  report  for  1949  I detailed  the  Health  Control  Unit  arrangements  at 
this  airport  for  which  the  County  Council,  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
assumed  responsibility  in  May,  1947. 

During  1950  the  work  of  the  three  Medical  Receptionists  was  taken  over  by 
members  of  the  staff  of  the  Customs  Office ; no  other  changes  occurred. 

The  airport  is  mainly  used  by  charter  planes,  and  during  1950  planes  and 
passengers  landing  were  as  follows  (the  figures  for  1948  and  1949  are  also  shown)  :

PREVENTION  AND  AFTER-CARE 

Section  28  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946  — Holiday  Homes. 

During  1950  twenty-seven  (33)  adults  and  twenty-eight  (21)  children  under 
school  age  were  admitted  to  Holiday  Homes  for  which  the  County  Council  was 
responsible  for  their  maintenance.  In  the  majority  of  cases  small  contributions 
were  received  from  the  patient,  or  in  the  case  of  children  under  school  age,  from 
the  parent.  Three  children  received  more  than  one  period  of  treatment  during 
the  same  year. 

Numbers  in  brackets  relate  to  the  previous  year. 

Medical  Loan  Depots. 

The  County  Council,  under  their  arrangement  for  Prevention  Care  and 
After-care,  sought  the  aid  of  the  Order  of  St.  John  and  the  British  Red  Cross 
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Society  who  had,  before  the  5th  July,  1948,  established  over  100  Medical  Comfort 
and  Loan  Depots  throughout  the  County  area.  These  Depots  serve  an  extremely 
useful  purpose  and  many  calls  are  made  by  Doctors  and  Nurses  in  order  to  help 
their  patients.  The  range  of  articles  kept  in  these  Depots  is  very  extensive  and 
include  bed-pans,  bed-rests,  hot  water  bottles,  air  rings,  syringes,  crutches, 
blankets,  pillows,  steam  kettles,  etc. 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  Medical  Comfort  Depots  are  supported  by 
donations  from  borrowers,  whilst  for  articles  from  the  Loan  Depots  established 
by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  after  the  first  six  weeks  a small  weekly  charge 
is  made  and  the  Society  is  subsidised  by  the  County  Council  in  respect  of 
replacement  of  articles.  The  Society  also  maintains  a Depot  for  equipment  which 
is  required  to  be  out  on  loan  for  long  periods. 

Although  little  is  heard  of  these  Depots  by  the  general  public  I feel  sure  that 
Doctors  and  Nurses  and  individual  patients  themselves  derive  considerable 
benefit  from  these  arrangements. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  is  one  Medical  Loan  Depot  maintained  by  the 
Women’s  Voluntary  Services  at  Eastleigh  ; again  they  maintain  the  Depot  out  of 
loan  charges. 


HEALTH  CENTRES 

During  the  year  work  continued  on  the  earmarking  of  the  sites  for  health 
centres  under  Section  21  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  The  Health  Centre 
Sites  Sub-Committee  during  the  year  considered  the  progress  made  and  the 
selection  and  definition  of  health  centre  sites,  and  had  decided  that  where  several 
health  centres  had  originally  been  contemplated  fewer  centres  would  in  fact 
suffice.  In  particular  it  was  felt  that  one  area  would  be  better  served  by  a single 
fully  equipped  health  centre  than  by  several  small  health  centres  which  could 
offer  few  facilities  and  would  lead  to  a duplication  of  administrative  costs. 

The  review  was  not  completed  until  1951  and  full  details  will  be  included  in 
the  report  for  that  year. 

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Good  mental  health  is  perhaps  the  greatest  of  all  the  qualities  of  man.  The 
Mental  Health  Services  are  based  on  the  conception  that  we  are  treating  sick 
people,  the  majority  of  whom  can  be  restored  to  social  efficiency.  The  public  is 
becoming  aware,  as  is  the  medical  man,  of  the  fact  that  many  physical  illnesses 
spring  from  an  unhealthy  mind.  There  is  unquestionably  an  increasing  interest 
on  the  part  of  general  practitioners  in  the  psychological  aspect  of  their  patients 
and,  perhaps  due  to  the  impetus  of  the  recent  war,  there  is  a decreased  resistance 
on  the  part  of  doctors  and  public  alike  to  psychiatry  and  a recognition  of  the  fact 
that  emotional  disorders  can  be  treated  and  cured.  Success  in  treatment  is  only 
part  of  the  problem  ; the  programme  for  the  future  will  be  concerned  more  with  the 
needs  of  the  healthy  than  with  those  comparatively  few  members  of  the  public 
who  have  already  broken  down. 

To-day,  public  psychiatry  is  in  its  early  infancy  ; we  have  just  realised  that 
many  of  the  social  problems  which  give  rise  to  mental  illness  arise  fortuitously 
within  the  home  or  in  the  factory.  The  greatest  need  is  a social  agency  which 
appreciates  the  needs  of  the  community  and  able  to  supply  what  is  wanted  to 
maintain  good  mental  health.  The  need  is  for  psychiatrists  to  develop  in  the  direc- 
tion of  psychiatry  in  the  community  rather  than  in  the  institution.  In  the  com- 
munity, psychiatric  first-aid  could  produce  results  as  good  as  surgical  first-aid. 

The  population  is  ageing.  The  incidence  of  hypertension  and  cardiovascular 
disease  continues  to  increase  with  its  psychosmatic  concomitants.  These  illnesses 
are  often  complicated  by  social,  domestic,  and  personal  problems  of  the  indi- 
vidual’s personality.  On  occasion,  behaviour  goes  beyond  the  normal  social 
standards  and,  unfortunately,  recourse  is  too  often  had  to  the  facilities  in  a mental 
hospital  when  no  mental  disease  in  the  true  sense  exists.  It  is  now  being  accepted 
that  aged  people  suffering  from  degenerative  processes  should  as  far  as  possible 
be  dealt  with  separately  from  those  patients  suffering  from  mental  illness.  There 
should  be  avoidance  of  the  process  of  certification  and  admission  to  mental 
hospitals. 
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In  regard  to  prevention,  the  chief  means  is  a composite  of  several  points  of 
attack.  It  is  open  to  question  whether  the  medical  profession  is  in  a position  to 
become  aware  of  the  early  signs  and  symptoms  of  maladjustments,  psychoneurosis, 
and  psychosomatic  diseases.  Too  frequently  when  the  patient  seeks  medical  advice 
the  disturbance  has  progressed  far.  There  is,  however,  need  to  provide  the  educa- 
tors, social  workers,  the  legal  profession  and  the  Clergy  with  sufficient  knowledge 
regarding  human  behaviour  to  enable  them  to  recognise  early  aberrations.  There 
is  a great  need  for  the  instructing  of  young  people  before  they  leave  school  on 
family  living  and  family  adjustment.  Prevention  of  family  maladjustments  is 
better  than  cure  of  their  results. 

Fear  and  insecurity  are  the  main  reasons  for  people  not  consulting  their 
medical  adviser  early  in  illness  ; general  information  to  the  public  cannot  be 
neglected.  They  should  be  informed  in  layman’s  language  about  mental  illness 
and,  with  the  reduction  of  fear  and  prejudice,  they  will  accept  the  information 
as  they  do  that  now  tendered  on  child  health,  immunisation  and  tuberculosis. 


A dministration. 

The  Mental  Health  Services  under  Sections  28  and  51  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  are  administered  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  by  the 
Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  of  the  Health  Committee. 

The  Sub-Committee  consists  of  14  members  of  the  Health  Committee  and 
6 co-opted  members.  The  Sub-Committee  met  monthly  until  May  and  since  then 
two  monthly. 

Staff. 

As  this  subject  was  reported  upon  fully  in  1948,  only  changes  are  mentioned. 

(a)  Medical  — No  change. 

( b ) Non-Medical  Professional  Staff — At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  69  members  of 
the  Hampshire  Voluntary  Association  for  Mental  Welfare  whose  services  were  employed 
in  supervision  of  mental  defectives  in  addition  to  the  half-time  services  of  the  8 Area 
Welfare  Officers  and  Duly  Authorised  Officers. 

Occupation  Centre  Staff  — Additional  to  those  recorded  in  1949. 

Winchester  — Trained  Assistant  Supervisor  as  from  September. 

Clerical  Staff — No  change. 

Co-ordination  with  Regional  Hospital  Boards. 

The  Medical  Officers  of  the  two  Hospitals  for  the  Mentally  Defective  and 
three  for  the  Mentally  111  act  as  consultants  when  necessary.  Cases  are  referred 
to  the  Out-Patient  Clinics,  established  throughout  the  County,  as  mentioned 
in  the  account  given  of  work  undertaken  in  the  community.  Joint  use  of  the 
Psychiatric  Social  Workers  attached  to  Park  Prewett,  Knowle  and  St.  James 
(Portsmouth)  Hospitals,  made  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  this  Council 
in  connection  with  the  Community  Care  Scheme,  was  discontinued  early  in  the 
year.  To  this,  reference  is  subsequently  made. 

The  supervision  of  patients  on  licence  from  the  Institutions  for  Mental  De- 
fectives within  the  County  is  undertaken  by  the  Hospital  Management  Committee’s 
Social  Worker  ; cases  on  licence  in  the  County  from  Hospitals  outside  the  County 
are  supervised  by  Officers  of  this  Authority.  The  medical  certificates  and  reports 
required  when  the  Orders  are  to  be  renewed  are  provided  by  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department.  Patients  on  trial  from,  or  out-patients  attending,  the  Mental  Hospitals 
are  supervised  by  the  Social  Worker  of  the  Hospital,  who  already  knows  the 
patient  and  is  in  a better  position  to  be  of  help  than  the  staff  of  this  Department. 

Similarly,  the  after-care  of  ex-service  personnel  has  been  undertaken  by 
the  officers  of  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  of  the  appropriate  Mental 
Hospital.  On  receipt  of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  81/50,  the  procedure  was 
altered  in  respect  of  soldiers  discharged  from  the  Army  on  psychiatric  grounds. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  them  to  be  visited  by  an  Area  Welfare  Officer 
who  could  refer  cases  if  necessary  to  a psychiatrist.  At  the  end  of  the  year  only 
one  case  had  been  so  dealt  with. 
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Duties  Delegated  to  Voluntary  Associations. 

No  duties  have  been  delegated  to  Voluntary  Associations  but  the  services 
of  visitors  of  the  Hampshire  Voluntary  Association  for  Mental  Welfare  are  used 
in  connection  with  the  periodical  visiting  of  mental  defectives. 

Account  of  Work  Undertaken  in  the  Community. 

(1)  Under  Section  28,  National  Service  Act,  1946. 

Prevention,  Care  and  After-Care. 

An  account  was  given  in  my  report  for  1949  of  the  Preventive  Mental  Health 
Community  Care  Scheme  which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  February,  1949. 
I mentioned  that  consideration  was  being  given  to  the  possibility  of  making  more 
use  of  the  services  of  the  County  Council  Area  Welfare  Officers  as  the  initial  source 
of  ascertainment  of  cases,  as  it  was  becoming  appreciated  in  the  light  of  experience 
that  they  were  in  a better  position  in  the  community  to  discover  and  help  the 
type  of  case  coming  within  the  scope  of  the  Scheme  than  the  Psychiatric  Social 
Worker  attached  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

As  from  the  1st  February,  1950,  the  revised  Scheme  came  into  operation. 
The  fundamental  change  was  the  use  made  of  the  services  of  the  County  Council 
Area  Welfare  Officers  in  place  of  the  Psychiatric  Workers  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board.  As  operated  at  the  end  of  the  year,  this  Scheme  relied  on  the  services  of 
the  former,  working  in  close  co-operation  with  the  general  practitioners,  Psychia- 
tric staff  of  local,  general  and  mental  hospitals  and  out-patient  clinics,  as  follows: 

(a)  to  help  persons  who  might,  unless  adverse  circumstances  were  relieved,  become  mental 
patients. 

(b)  to  advise  and  persuade  those  who  appear  to  need  psychiatric  treatment  to  consult  their 
own  doctor  or,  if  they  do  not  wish  to  do  so,  at  any  rate  see  the  Psychiatrist. 

(c)  to  help  preferably  with  the  consent  of  the  person’s  doctor,  such  patients  to  visit  the 
Psychiatrist,  conveying  them  if  need  arises. 

The  Area  Welfare  Officers  attend  the  Psychiatric  Clinic  at  the  first  visit  of 
any  new  case  with  which  he  has  been  concerned,  to  give  what  information  and 
help  he  can  to  the  Psychiatrist.  He  does  not  attend  as  a routine. 

The  office  of  the  Area  Welfare  Officer  is  available  as  a place  at  which  contact 
can  be  made  between  the  Area  Welfare  Officer  and  persons  needing  help  or  where 
a doctor  or  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  may  request  assistance  and  information. 
Details  of  this  work  are  set  out  in  Table  A. 

After  a period  of  11  months  it  is  possible  to  say  that  the  revision  has  been 
justified.  It  is,  however,  becoming  realised  in  the  light  of  further  experience  that 
the  work  performed  by  the  Area  Welfare  Officer  under  the  Scheme  is  linked  closely 
with  his  general  work  as  Area  Welfare  Officer  directed  as  it  is  to  the  prevention 
of  physical  and  mental  breakdown. 


(2)  Under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  1890-1930,  by  Duly 
Authorised  Officers. 

The  eight  Area  Welfare  Officers  augmented  in  emergency  by  the  two  Head- 
quarter’s Officers  who  are  also  designated  as  reserve  “Authorised  Officers,’’  carried 
out  the  work  set  out  in  Appendix  1.  The  time  of  the  Area  Welfare  Officers  is 
apportioned  50%  to  duties  as  Mental  Health  Social  Workers  and  Duly  Authorised 
Officers,  and  50%  to  duties  as  Welfare  Officers. 

As  Duly  Authorised  Officers  their  work  includes  : 

1 . Obtaining  Orders  for,  and  Removal  of,  certified  cases  to  Mental  Hospitals,  under  Lunacy 
Acts. 

2.  Removal  of  uncertified  cases  to  other  hospitals  for  “observation”  under  3-day  Orders 
under  Lunacy  Act,  1890,  Section  20. 

3.  Assisting  in  admissions  of  Voluntary  or  of  Temporary  patients  to  Mental  Hospitals, 
under  Mental  Treatment  Act,  1930. 

4.  Safeguarding  of  property  of  people  admitted  to  Mental  Hospitals,  when  necessary. 
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Each  Officer  is  primarily  responsible  for  a particular  area  of  the  County  ; 
Special  arrangements  are  made,  however,  for  holiday  periods  and  week-ends.

Appendices  II  and  III  set  out  the  position  in  regard  to  the  numbers  and  care 
of  mental  defectives  outside  Institutions. 

As  regards  Ascertainment,  the  two  chief  sources  of  referral  are  the  Education 
Authority  (in  regard  to  children  aged  2 to  16)  and  the  Health  Visiting  Service 
(in  connection  with  children  under  the  age  of  2),  but  some  cases  have  been  referred 
for  ascertainment  by  relatives,  general  medical  practitioners,  employers  and 
employment  agencies,  hospitals,  voluntary  societies,  etc.  All  Ascertainment, 
except  for  a few  cases  ascertained  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board’s  Consultants, 
has  been  carried  out  by  the  medical  staff  of  the  Department.  All  the  medical 
officers  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Education  for  the  ascertainment  of  education- 
ally sub-normal  children  have  also  been  designated  by  the  Health  Committee  as 
Certifying  Officers  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts.  As  Appendix  II  indicates, 
129  new  cases  of  Mental  Deficiency  within  the  meaning  of  the  Mental  Deficiency 
Acts  have  been  ascertained  in  the  year.  Of  these,  48  were  recommended  for 
institutional  care  and/or  training,  2 for  Guardianship  and  65  for  Supervision. 
The  remaining  16  although  found  mentally  deficient,  were  not  considered  “Subject 
to  be  dealt  with,”  and  are  visited  not  less  often  than  annually. 
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At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  total  of  801  mental  defectives  outside  Institutions 
included  92  under  Supervision  awaiting  admission  to  a training  institution,  456  in- 
under  Supervision  only,  35  under  Guardianship,  and  219  under  Voluntary  Super- 
vision. The  waiting  list  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  institutional  care  included  27 
really  urgent  cases.  This  is  a national  problem  which  in  some  parts  of  the  country 
may  be  even  more  pressing  than  in  Hampshire,  owing  to  the  provision  of  two  large 
and  admirable  colonies,  Coldeast  and  Tatchbury  Mount,  by  the  former  Hampshire 
Joint  Mental  Health  Authority.  These  colonies  now  have  to  serve  a wider  area 
within  the  Region,  however.  On  the  other  hand,  the  catchment  areas  for  the 
Mental  Deficiency  Institutions  of  the  South  West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital 
Board  have  been  revised,  the  new  arrangement  for  allocation  of  beds  for  Hamp- 
shire cases  being  as  follows  :

In  the  early  autumn,  accommodation  became  available  at  Coldharbour 
Hospital,  Sherborne,  Dorset,  under  the  Coldeast  and  Tatchbury  Mount  Group 
Hospital  Management  Committee.  By  the  end  of  the  year  62  cases  had  been 
admitted.  Beds  are  allotted  to  the  catchment  area  of  the  region  and  cases  admitted 
according  to  degree  of  urgency.  With  future  adaptations  and  provision  of  nursing 
staff  it  is  hoped  to  increase  step  by  step  the  accommodation  available. 

Representations  as  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  provision  for  urgent  cases  have 
been  made  by  the  Council  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  The  institutional  provision  made  by  this  Council  before  the  National 
Health  Services  began  must  now  contribute  towards  the  needs  of  other  authorities 
and  no  early  solution  of  the  problem  is  in  sight. 

The  cases  under  Guardianship  are  being  visited  at  least  quarterly  by  a Head- 
quarters Social  Worker  and  medically  examined  by  a Certifying  Officer  at  least 
once  a year.  The  cases  under  Supervision  are  being  visited  quarterly  by  Social 
Workers,  and  medically  examined  annually  until  twelve,  at  fifteen,  eighteen  (for 
sexual  welfare,  employability,  etc.)  and  twenty-one  (for  possible  assumption  of 
adult  right,  variation  of  method  of  being  “dealt  with’’  under  the  Acts,  etc.). 
Cases  under  Voluntary  Supervision  are  visited  not  less  often  than  annually.  Steps 
have  been  taken  to  ensure  that  cases  under  Supervision  are  not  inadvertently 
brought  within  the  scope  of  Compulsory  National  Service.  At  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  the  possibility  of  the  patient’s  requiring  Guardianship  or  Institutional  Care  is 
again  specially  considered.  Cases  over  twenty-one  years  are  examined  once  every 
five  years  as  a minimum.  These  periodical  medical  examinations  of  Supervision 
cases  are  regarded  as  minima  and,  if  the  Social  Worker’s  or  other  reports  indicate 
that  interim  medical  examinations  are  needed,  they  are  arranged. 

A perusal  of  Appendix  III  indicates  that  the  number  of  visits  by  Social 
Workers  during  the  year  was  about  the  average  of  quarterly  visiting  in  the  case  of 
Guardianship  cases.  This  work  has  been  undertaken,  in  the  main,  by  a Head- 
quarters Social  Worker.  Visiting  of  the  Supervision  cases  could  be  considered 
satisfactory  as  the  total  number  of  visits  during  the  year  (2,058)  was  that  needed  if 
every  defective  under  Supervision  (548)  were  visited  once  a quarter  only. 

In  Appendix  III,  the  visits  recorded  in  the  columns  marked  “ others  ” comprise 
initial  visits  to  homes  to  obtain  information  as  to  the  most  suitable  kind  of  Care, 
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Supervision,  Control  and  Training  for  the  defective,  visits  to  defectives  under 
41  Voluntary  Supervision,"  and  follow-up  visits. 


(2)  Occupation  and  Training  Outside  the  Home  or  Institution  — County  Council 
Occupation  Centres. 

The  four  County  Council  Occupation  Centres  at  Aldershot,  Christchurch, 
Gosport  and  Winchester  continued  to  function.  The  Andover  Centre,  open  on 
Mondays  only,  was  closed  in  June.  This  allowed  the  Winchester  Centre  to  open,  as 
from  September,  on  five  days  in  the  week  and  the  Andover  children  to  benefit  by 
training  in  a larger  Centre. 

A great  effort  has  been  made  to  increase  the  attendance  at  these  Centres  and 
develop  the  training.  The  premises  at  all  four  of  the  Centres  are  far  from  ideal. 
None  has  any  outdoor  space.  Mid-day  meals  are  prepared  and  cooked  at  Aldershot 
and  Christchurch,  but  at  Gosport  and  Winchester  are  brought  in,  supplied  by  the 
School  Meals  Service.  During  the  year  negotiations  were  completed  for  the  tenancy 
of  a more  suitable  building  in  Gosport. 


Other  Occupation  Centres . 

In  addition  to  the  three  County  Council  Centres  so  far  established,  a few 
(eight  at  the  end  of  the  year)  defectives  attend  the  “ school  ’’  at  Coldeast  Hospital 
as  day  trainees,  four  more  attend  the  Occupation  Centre  at  Portsmouth,  five  at 
Southampton  and  two  at  Salisbury  by  arrangement  with  the  Local  Health 
Authorities.

There  is  little  doubt  that  transport  difficulties  provide  the  greatest  obstacle 
to  increased  attendance.  The  Centres  serve  wide  areas  and  several  towns  have,  as 
yet,  little  provision,  e.g.  Andover,  Basingstoke,  Petersfield  and  Romsey,  although 
endeavour  is  being  made  to  arrange  transport  facilities  to  existing  Centres. 

The  defectives  being  less  capable  than  normal  children  of  travelling  to  and 
from  the  Centre,  some  reluctance  is  shown  by  parents  in  allowing  their  charges  to 
travel  unescorted  by  public  transport.  Travelling  and  escorting  arrangements,  in 
order  to  secure  a maximum  attendance,  are  complicated  and  comparatively 
expensive.  In  a few  cases,  special  provision  has  been  made.  Fares  by  public 
transport  are  payable  if  the  defective  lives  more  than  one  mile  from  the  Centre. 
Guides  have  been  provided  where  necessary  not  only  to  escort  children  to  and 
from  buses  but  to  help  them  to  change  buses  at  intermediate  points.  The  possibility 
of  all  newly  ascertained  cases  attending  an  Occupation  Centre  is  borne  constantly 
in  mind  by  the  Social  Workers  and  great  efforts  have  been  made  by  them  and  by 
the  staffs  of  the  Centres  to  secure  an  increase  in  numbers. 
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The  Voluntary  Committee  of  each  Centre  have  devoted  time  and  effort  for  the 
welfare  and  happiness  of  defectives  in  their  district.  In  particular,  they  have 
organised  Christmas  parties  and  raised  funds  for  outings  and  have  cemented 
relations  between  parent,  teacher  and  pupil.  Their  voluntary  work  is  much 
appreciated.
